element functions of the at least one monitor element, and identifying degradation of 
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each of array signal, array timing, and voltage margins utilizing the at least one monitor 
element. 

Claims 2, 4-8,10-14 and 16, 18, 19 are directly or indirectly depended upon 
claims independent claims 1 and 17, and therefore are also allowable. Consequently, 
claims 1, 2, 4-8,10-14 and 16-19 are allowed over the prior arts of record.
